THE  American  Universities  Club  of  Eon  don  was  founded 
in  March,  1910,  to  provide  a  pied-ct-terre  abroad  for 
the  American  University  Graduate,  where,  meeting 
in  the  Mecca  of  foreign  travel,  old  friendships  could  perhaps 
be  renewed,  and  a  deeper  insight  gained  of  his  fellow 
Anglo-Saxon  Collegians  from  those  ancient  Universities — 
Oxford  and  Cambridge. 

Foreshadowed  by  the  Oxford  bequest  of  the  Rt.  Hon. 
the  late  Cecil  Rhodes,  and  the  constant  increase  of  various 
International  interests — Intellectual,  Social  and  Political — 
English-speaking  University  men  have  found  a  common 
footing,  and  this  sympathetic  brotherhood  should  ever 
increase. 

By  including  in  the  sphere  of  membership  British  North 
American  possessions,  a  “Triple  Alliance”  is  formed,  and 
an  additional  object  gained  in  establishing  cordial  relations 
between  ETniversity  men  from  the  Linked  States  and 
Canada,  and  those  of  the  Mother  Country. 

Acting  upon  strictly  conservative  lines,  and  until  such 
time  as  the  Club  shall  have  grown  in  numbers  to  warrant 
the  acquisition  of  a- Clubhouse  of  its  own,  the  Committee 
have  effected  a  most  advantageous  affiliation  with  the  New 
Oxford  and  Cambridge  Club,  68,  Pall  Mall,  whereby  fullest 
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privileges  are  enjoyed  equally  with  the  Oxford  and 
Cambridge  members. 

From  the  street  plan  it  will  be  observed  that  the  build¬ 
ing  is  situated  in  the  heart  of  Clubland,  immediately 
adjoining  Marlborough  House,  the  entrance  to  which 
appears  in  the  photograph,  and  St.  Janies’  Palace,  close  by 
Piccadilly,  and  the  fashionable  hotels  and  theatres. 

The  building  is  handsomely  furnished  throughout  and 
provides  reception  rooms,  dining  and  drawing  rooms, 
library,  billiard  and  card  rooms,  together  with  a  number  of 
bedrooms  with  valeting  and  baths  for  transient  visitors. 

As  the  Club  is  conducted  with  no  idea  of  pecuniary 
advantage,  prices  charged  throughout  the  Club  are  most 
moderate,  in  fact  much  cheaper  than  the  ordinary 
restaurant. 

A  complete  telephone  service  is  established,  and  a 
special  feature  will  be  made  of  forwarding  members’  mail 
as  directed,  and  replying  to  business  or  social  enquiries 
where  possible. 

There  has,  therefore,  been  provided  for  members  a 
London  Club  of  the  first  class,  with  all  its  manifold 
conveniences. 

Quite  apart  from  this,  there  is  behind  our  organisation 
far  more  than  the  establishment  of  a  club  pure  and  simple ; 
vast  international  possibilities  present  themselves  for 
mutual  good  and  advantage. 
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The  American  Continent  has  rapidly  become  a  power  in 
the  Councils  of  Nations,  and  those  men  whose  education 
is  a  training  for  the  future  government  of  their  respective 
countries  should  build  up  their  experience  on  the  broad 
lines  of  international  amity,  which  travel  and  intercourse 
with  the  best  elements  in  the  countries  visited  can  alone 
accomplish. 

The  desire  for  closer  union  and  better  understanding 
among  Anglo-Saxons  has  manifested  itself  of  late  years  in 
many  ways,  and  this  movement  should  appeal  especially  to 
University  graduates  from  patriotic,  collegiate  and  personal 
reasons,  as  those  most  likely  to  represent  a  force,  present 
and  future,  in  International  affairs. 

The  members  whose  names  appear  on  the  following 
pages  are  those  who,  on  the  inauguration  of  the  Club 
appreciated  its  vast  potentialities,  and  through  their  support 
have  enabled  the  organisation  to  come  into  existence.  They 
are  to  be  known  as  “  Foundation  Members.” 

The  Committee  propose  to  issue  a  complete  Annual 
Year  Book  of  the  Club  in  January,  1912,  containing  the 
names  of  all  who  have  become  members  at  that  date. 

In  extending  invitation  for  membership,  future 
members  are  asked  to  regard  the  Club,  not  from  a  narrow 
view  of  utility,  but  from  that  broader  spirit  with  which 
those  who  foster  International  goodwill  are  endowed.

Members’  London  cheques  or  Bankers’  Drafts  will  be 
cashed  for  not  more  than  £5  after  3.30  p.m.,  nor  for  any 
amount  exceeding  £10  in  one  day7. 

Bedrooms  are  provided  at  the  price  of  from  #1  to  $1.25 
per  day  including  valeting  and  attendance,  but  as  these 
are  limited  in  number,  they  are  provided  in  rotation  in 
order  of  application  to  the  Secretary.

on  Wednesday,  8th  October,  1913 
At  4  p.m.

The  meeting  was  opened  by  the  President,  Sir  Edmund 
Walker,  who  stated  that  the  work  under  review  covered  a 
period  of  a  year  and  a  half,  owing  to  the  fact  that  the 
Annual  Meeting,  due  under  the  terms  of  the  constitution  to 
be  held  in  May  of  each  year,  had  been  postponed  because  of 
the  absence  in  England  of  some  of  the  executive  officers  of 
the  Society,  of  which  postponement  the  members  had  been 
duly  notified. 
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Twenty-two  names  of  those  desiring  membership  in  the 
Society  were  then  submitted  to  the  meeting  and  approved. 

Thirty-four  new  libraries  were  added  during  the  year. 

The  resignation  of  four  members  and  the  death  of  four 
members  were  reported. 

With  the  addition  of  the  above  members  and  libraries, 
the  President  reported  that  the  list  of  five  hundred  members 
had  been  completed  and  a  waiting  list  established,  number¬ 
ing,  at  the  moment,  fourteen.  In  all  cases  of  death  or 
resignation,  the  Society  had  pursued  its  policy  of  securing 
the  return  of  the  volumes  issued  by  refunding  the  fees  paid, 
thus  enabling  incoming  members  to  secure  the  books  from 
the  beginning,  which  in  the  early  stages  of  the  Society  is 
highly  desirable.  * 

In  the  absence  in  England  of  the  Chief  Editor  of  the 
Society,  Professor  G.  M.  Wrong,  the  editorial  report  was 
read  by  the  President,  as  follows : 

Owing  to  the  adjourned  date  of  the  Annual  Meeting,  as 
already  stated,  the  work  under  review  covers  a  year  and  a 
half,  and  it  is  with  regret,  therefore,  that  notwithstanding 
the  longer  period  which  has  intervened  we  are  unable  to 
announce  the  actual  appearance  of  a  volume.  We  had 
confidently  hoped  that  Volume  III.,  Lescarbot’s  History  of 
New  France ,  would  have  been  published  early  in  the  year 
1913,  but  editorial  delays  have  made  this  impossible. 

But  while  a  volume  has  not  actually  appeared,  I  may 
say  that  never  since  the  inception  of  the  Society  have  we  had 
in  hand  so  many  works  approaching  completion,  and  from 
now  on  volumes  will  be  issued  with  greater  regularity  than 
heretofore.  The  position  of  the  various  works  now  under 
way  is  as  follows  : 

Volume  III.  Lescarbot' s  History  of  New  France.  Professor 
Grant  reports  that  he  has  completed  his  portion  of  the 
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editing  of  this  volume,  and  it  only  awaits  the  preparation  of 
the  final  portion  of  the  French  text  by  his  associate,  Mr. 
Biggar.  The  latter  reports  that  his  work  is  almost  com¬ 
pleted,  so  that  we  trust  this  long-delayed  volume  will  be  in 
the  printers’  hands  by  the  end  of  the  year. 

The  Journals  of  La  Verendrye.  These  journals,  as  you 
know,  comprising  an  interesting  narrative  of  the  Rocky 
Mountains,  have  been  for  some  years  in  the  hands  of  Mr.  L. 
J.  Burpee,  of  Ottawa.  He  has  completed  his  work  of  editing 
them,  and  the  manuscript  was  received  from  him  a  few 
weeks  ago,  and  goes  forward  to  the  publishers  almost 
immediately. 

The  Knox  Journal.  This  interesting  work,  in  the  hands 
of  Dr.  Doughty,  of  Ottawa,  is  also  being  rapidly  pushed  to 
completion.  The  journal  is  actually  in  type,  and  we  have 
only  been  waiting  for  the  final  rendering  of  the  editor’s 
notes.  These  should  be  in  the  hands  of  the  printers  in  a  few 
weeks.  The  necessary  maps  have  all  been  made. 

The  Thompson  Journal.  The  editor,  Mr.  J.  B.  Tyrrell, 
reports  that,  owing  to  pressure  of  other  matters  and  his 
absence  from  Toronto,  his  work  on  this  volume  has  been  in 
abeyance  for  some  months.  He  hopes  soon  to  resume  it. 
The  journal  is  also  actually  in  type. 

The  War  of  1812-14.  Colonel  Wood,  the  editor,  informs 
us  that  the  manuscript  will  be  in  the  hands  of  the  Editorial 
Committee  in  the  course  of  the  current  month.  His  editorial 
work  was  completed  some  time  ago  upon  the  material  then 
in  hand,  but  it  was  thought  well  to  delay  the  production  of 
the  volume  because  of  the  possibility  that  new  material  in 
connection  with  that  period  might  be  acquired  by  the 
Archives  at  Ottawa.  Such  new  material,  amounting  to 
some  hundreds  of  documents  concerning  events  at  Chateau- 
guay,  is  now  under  revision  by  Colonel  Wood,  and  when 
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completed  the  publication  of  the  work  will  be  no  longer 
delayed. 

The  Works  of  Champlain.  Mr.  Biggar,  as  chief  editor, 
reports  that  he  and  his  associates  are  now  making  good 
progress  and  that  he  hopes  to  have  the  first  volume  ready 
in  1914. 

The  Bagot  Papers.  Professor  Kylie  has  completed  the 
editing  of  this  work,  which,  after  final  revision,  should  be 
very  soon  ready  for  the  printers. 

Diereville :  Acadia  and  New  France,  1708-10.  Owing  to 
the  fact  that  the  editor  of  this  volume,  Professor  W.  F. 
Ganong,  is  also  engaged  in  work  for  the  Society  upon  the 
Champlain  volumes,  he  has  for  the  moment  suspended  his 
work  upon  Diereville,  but  hopes  within  a  year  to  resume  it. 

I  have  also  to  report  that  the  Editorial  Committee  have 
authorized  the  preparation  of  a  volume  on  the  Clergy  Reserves, 
the  work  to  be  undertaken  by  Mr.  Laycock,  of  Queen’s 
University,  under  the  supervision  of  Professor  W.  L.  Grant. 

From  the  foregoing  it  will  be  seen  that  the  Society  in 
the  near  future  will  be  in  a  position  to  issue  with  greater 
regularity  than  heretofore  the  two  volumes  annually  with 
which  it  undertook  to  supply  the  members  at  its  inception, 
but  which  up  to  the  present  time  has  been  found  to  be 
impossible  of  accomplishment. 

Dr.  C.  W.  Colby,  of  Montreal,  then  addressed  a  few 
remarks  to  the  meeting,  congratulating  the  Society  upon 
its  completed  membership,  and  commenting  upon  the  fact 
that  while  so  many  of  the  larger  libraries  of  the  world  are 
included  in  the  Society’s  membership,  it  is  even  more 
gratifying  to  learn  that  the  smaller  colleges  and  universities, 
especially  in  the  United  States,  have  found  it  necessary  to 
secure  the  publications  of  the  Society. 
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The  Treasurer’s  report  was  then  read  as  follows :

Tickets  at  25  cents  may  be 
secured  from  numerous  local  ticket-sellers,  from  G.E.  Jackson,  B.A.,  Faculty 
Union,  or  frcra  the  Secretary-Treasurer. 

With  a  membership  at  present  cf  250,  the  International  Polity  Club  of 
r.he  University  of  Toronto  seems  to  be  filling  a  long-felt  need.  As  a  unify¬ 
ing  force  from  within,  it  may  perform  a  great  service  for  cur  University. 
Centralization,  however,  if  we  read  the  will  of  the  Members  and  the  Univer¬ 
sity  aright,  is  net  to  be  the  policy  of  the  Club.  Our  policy  seems  to  be  the 
encouragement  of  local  and  independent  effort  in  the  various  faculties, 
colleges,  and  departments. 

We  expect  to  see  during  1914-15  a  large  number  of  non-partisan  DISCUS¬ 
SION  GROUPS  of  12  or  15  organized  on  local  initiative  throughout  the  Univer¬ 
sity.  The  more  of  freedom  and  informality,  the  better.  A  few  seniors,  grad¬ 
uates,  and  members  of  the  faculty  will  be  needed  to  lead  the  discussions, 
and  the  average  undergraduate's  opinion  on  international  affairs  will  be 
sought  for  rather  than  his  election  vote.  The  central  office  will  send  out 
printed  suggestions  for  leaders  of  groups,  with  a  bibliography  and  list  of 
subjects  suggested  for  discussion;  it  will  keep  a  Club  Library  of  books, 
pamphlets,  periodicals,  and  clippings  for  use  by  any  group  in  study  or 
debate;  it  will  invite,  in  the  name  of  the  University,  public  speakers  of 
international  reputation;  and  it  will  arrange  the  Meetings  at  which,  under 
a  common  roof  or  around  a  common  -oable,  students  of  all  colleges  will  be 
simply  "Varsity  men"--and  women. 

Depending  on  your  cc-operaticn,  we  will  carry  this  thing  through.

I  shall  be  glad  to  ask  the  Dean  of  our  Faculty 
of  Applied  Science  to  give  careful  consideration  to  any 
proposal  that  you  may  send  me  with  regard  to  recognition 
for  our  degree  in  Applied  Science  of  the  training  done  in 
the  Royal  Naval  College.  I  have  heard  the  training  well 
spoken  of,  and  provided  it  is  of  the  same  grade  as  &hat  of 
the  R(kyal  Military  College  at  Kingston  I  should  think  it 
quite  probable  that  our  Faculty  would  be  willing  to  grant 
equal  recognition.  Perhaps  you  would  send  me  full  details 

of  your  courses,  and  also  as  to  any  means  that  we  may  take 

\ 

of  making  an  accurate  comparison  between  the  worktthat  is 
done  at  the  Royal  Naval  College  and  that  done  at  the 
Royal  Military  College.  There  are  distinct  differences 
between  the  education  given  in  the  Royal  Military  College 
and  that  in  University  Faculties,  which  make  the  amount  of 
credit  less  than  is  sometimes  anticipated.

We  lay  much  stress  upon  the  preliminary  science 
subjects  with  kaboratory  work  as  well  as  applied  sciences, 
however,  I  am  sure  that  we  shall  be  glad  to  do  for  you  any¬ 
thing  that  we  can.

Sir, 

As  it  is  desired  to  obtain,  for  graduates 
of  the  Royal  Naval  College  of  Canada,  at  Halifax,  the 
same  privileges  with  regard  to  counting  tiy&e  towards 
a  University  course  as  accrue  to  graduates  of  the 
Royal  Military  College  of  Canada,  at  Kingston,  I  have 
the  honour  to  forward  herewith,  for  your  consideration, 
syllabuses  of  instruction  of  the  College  course,  and 
passing  out  examination  papers  with  the  results  obtained 
thereon  by  Cadets  of  the  Naval  College,  in  order  that  you 
may  consider  the  desirability  of  acceding  to  this  request. 

The  original  purpose  of  the  College,  which 
was  opened  in  January  1911,  was  to  train  Cadets  for  the 
Executive  and  Engineering  Branches  of  the  Canadian  Navy. 

The  Training  Cadets  for  a  Naval  Career  is  still  the 
primary  purpose  of  the  College,  but,  owing  to  the  change 
ofmcircumstances  which  has  occurred  since  the  date  of  its 
opening,  it  is  now  intended  to  make  it  a  Naval  counterpart 
of  the  Military  College  of  Kingston.  As  is  shown  in  the 
attached  syllabuses  of  instruction  the  Badets  will  be 
given  a  good  general  education,  as  is  done  at  Kingston,  but 
in  place  of  the  military  training  given  at  the  latter  in¬ 
stitution,  they  will  receive  instead  a  naval  training. 

Under  these  circumstances  many  of  the  cadets  will 
not  finally  enter  a  Naval  career,  adta  in  the  same  way  as 
many  Kingston  graduates  do  not  adopt  a  military  career,  and 
it  is  for  those  cadets  who  do  not  enter  the  Canadian  or 
British  Navy,  but  decide  instead  to  continue  their  studies 


at  a  University,  that  the  privilege  of  being  allowed  to 
iount  a  proportion  of  the  time  spent  at  the  Naval  College 
towards  their  University  course  is  asked. 

It  has  recently  been  decided  to  increase  the 
length  of  the  course  at  the  College  from  two  to  three  years. 
The  next  entry  of  Cadets  will  take  place  by  open  competition 
in  May  next  and  it  is  for  this  and  subsequent  entried  that 
the  privileges  above  mentioned  are  requested. 

Any  further  Infomation  touch  upon  this  matter 
which  you  may  desire  to  obtain  I  shall  be  pleased  to  forward 
to  you. 

The  same  request  as  i3  contained  in  this  letter 
has  been  forwarded  to  the  Principal  of  McGill  University.
